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Acting  on  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
that  reports  should  again  he  confined  to  essential  and  urgent  matters 
which  affected  the  public  health  during  the  year,  especially  any  matter 
arising  from  or  connected  with  the  war ,  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease, 
together  with  any  exceptional  administrative  measures  taken  or 
recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I  beg  to  make  the 
following  observations.
